He said: "The visit 
of the Czar of Russia to Dunkirk and 
Reims proves that in Russia, as in 
France, the union of two great peo- 
ples who are brought close together 
by sentiments and interest is consid- 
ered a powerful pledge of peace and 
proves that the government of this 
republic undisturbed 
by the vicissi- 


tudes inherent to a regime of liberty. 
pursues and develops with wisdom 
and firmness, the traditional policy of 
France."

The inte- 
rior of tbe chamber has been torn out 
to admit of the renovation and repair 
of the room and to allow the erection 
of a new roof. The board floor has been 
removed, the marble bench before 
which the venerable chief justice and 
his associates sit is gone, tbe beautiful- 
ly chiseled busts of the chief justices 
have been taken down, the heavy drap- 
ery which, with the black satin robes 
of the nine members of the court, gives 
an air of somber dignity to tbe scene 
when this exalted body is in session 
has been folded away, and the room is 
simply a' wreck, a confused mass of 
uionar, brick and hitiibt-r. But m tut 
center of the chamber, under that sec- 
tion 
wMOre stood the long marble 


bench, is a small dais of brick in the 
form of a semicircle eight or ten feet in 
width. That forms tbe platform on 
which sat the presiding officer of tbe 
United States senate in the old days 
prior to ISolt and before the north and 
south wings of the capitol were built. 
Some of the greatest men in the history 
of the republic have sat on that do.!?. 
The last vice president to sit there was 
John C. BreckiurJdge of Kentucky, 
who presided over the senate from 
March 4, 1S57, to March 4, 1SG1. Among 
his predecessors v/ere Thomas Jeffer- 
son, Aaron Burr, George Clinton. E!- 
briils:e Gerry, John C. Calhoun, Martin 
Van Buren, John Tyler, George M. Dal- 
las and Millard Fillmore. In addition 
to these there is a long list of distin- 
guished m^u who served as president 
pro torn, of the senate. This interesting 
semicircle is being pointed out by the 
capitol guides to visitors and its histor- 
ical associations explained with more 
or less accuracy.

Mrs. McKinlc-y from Canton in the fall 
the interior fuinihhings of the execu- 
tive mansion will have assumed a look 
of freshness and elegance.

more sumptuous than ever before, and 
especial care has been exercised in 
decorating tbe npnrtmeuts for Mrs.

"Oue important act of legislation for
